Thomason Refers 
To Neff’s Record 


Speaking before an audience of sev­ 
eral hundred at Mansfield in T arrant 
countv Wednesday, R. E. Thomason 
said that P at M. NelT received in A"- 
ril, 1917, a fee 
$500 from Gov. 
Jam es E. Ferguson for legal services 
in the so-called ’’chicken salad” case. 
He read certified copies of records of 
the state com ptroller’s departm ent, 
which, he said, showed such payment. 
Mr. Thomason also said that P a t M. 
Neff had ridden to political meetings 
on railroad passes and produced what 
he said were copies of these passes. 
He thought under such circumstanc­ 
es that the criticism that Thomason 
lives nearer Los Angeles than Wichi­ 
ta Falls is very unbecoming. 
Referring to comments th a t have 
been made on the attitude of Thom a­ 
son in the investigation and impeach­ 
ment of Governor Ferguson, Mr. Tho­ 
mason said: 
’’They ought to say 
what Mr. Neff’s attitude was.” 
Al­ 
though the court of civil appeals at 
San Antonio and the supreme court 
a t Austin had held in the ’’chicken 
salad case” th at the governor’s sal­ 
ary was ”$4,000 and no more,” and al­ 
though the attorney general had re­ 
fused to participate in th a t fight, we 
find th at on April 3, 1917, P at Neff 
goes before the same governor and 
says ’I helped exonerate’ and receiv­ 
ed $500 for services in th a t case.” 
Mr. Thomason read a paper said to 
be a certified copy from the comp­ 
tro ller’s office being he said, upon the 
letterhead of ’’Neff & Taylor, a tto r­ 
neys at law, Waco,” addressed to H. 
B. 
Terrell, 
comptroller, in account 
with Pat M. Neff. 
It read: 
’’For ex­ 
penses and services in the case of W. 
C. Middleton vs. H. B. Terrell, comp­ 
troller, for printing brief, $74; 
tr a ­ 
veling, hotel and incidental expenses 
incident to this case, $76; 
legal ser­ 
vices rendered, $350. Total $500. Pay­ 
able out of appropriation No. Y-6, 
Jam es E. Ferguson, governor.’ 
“Appropriation Y-6,” said Mr. Tho­ 
mason, 
“was the apprehension of 
crim inals.” 
„ 
Then Mr. Thomason read a copy of 
w h at he said was the affidavit of Mr. 
Neff, accompanying the above bill, to 
the effect th a t the account was true 
and correct. 
He then read an affi­ 
d av it from M. L. Wigington, state 
comptroller, to the effect 
that the 
’’forgoing” (w hat Mr. Thomason had 
read) is a true and correct copy of 
the original account in the comptrol­ 
ler's office and that ’’treasury w ar­ 
ra n t No. 30966 in the sum of $500 
was issued in favor of P at M. Neff, 
April 14, 1917.” 


of Texas. Mr. Bailey’s speech gives no 
idence that he has studied them— 
no evidence, indeed, that he even 
knows what they are.

having studied, or so much as having 
informed himself of the tasks which 
he would find awaiting him, has no 
great desire to be elected to th at of­ 
fice.

mentary, duties. 
It is evident, too, 
that Mr. Bailey is running for gov­ 
ernor more out a sense of loyalty to 
a few devoted friends than to any 
cause or principle; not of course thai 
there is no cause which he is con­ 
cerned to promo* 
but that he is 
aware 
that the cause for which he 
is concerned can not be put in judg­ 
ment by running for governor. His 
election would not signify a popular 
acceptance of his principles, nor his 
defeat a rejection of them ; 
for the 
reason th at they relate almost exclu­ 
sively to subjects of controversy in 
national politics, and scarcely at all 
to subjects of controversy in state 
politics. 
Mr. Bailey’s suit is brought 
into a tribunal which has no jurisdic­ 
tion of it by his candidacy for govern 
or. 
His lack of zest for the contest 
comes of his understanding th a t his 
candidacy is an irrelevance, a kind of 
non sequitur, and so is creditale to 
his sense of logical fitness.— Dallas 
News. 


Meridian Highway Was 
Stopped Thru Decatur 


• Here are a few reasons why the 
Meridian highway has not been built 
through Decatur: 
Last w inter when the contractor 
finished grading to the city limits he 
started in grading west 
on

street where it intersects the public 
road along the railroad.

The Carey well No. I, four miles 
east of Bridgeport, was visited Sun­ 
day by F ort W orth oil men, who re­ 
ported that it struck the sand ai 
1,365 feet and had been drilled IOO 
feet into the sand.

to shoot the well as soon as the sand 
has been drilled through. 
The gas 
pressure was so heavy that the drill­ 
ing was being done under w ater in 
order to hold it down. 
There was 
also a good showing of oil. 
The Keystone well of the Key­ 
stone 
Petroleum 
Company, 
about 
eight miles east of Cottondale, is on 
the sand at 1,500, and the plan is to 
shoot it about July I.

Bridgeport 
Oil 
Company's 
well about five miles southwest of 
Bridgeport, is'being drilled at a depth 
of 1,080 feet.
